Rain General Throughout the Missis- 
sippi Valley and in Some Portions 
Thunder Storms Are 
Raging. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Weather condi- 
tions and general forecast: 

The depression that covered the middle 
Rocky mountain region Wednesday morn- 
ing has moved eastward, and is central this 
morning as a storm of marked strength in 
northwestern Arkansas, Strong winds have 
prevailed over western Texas, Oklahoma 
and the southern slope region. 

The barometer is remarkably low in all 
‘parts of the country. In the center of the 
storm area the unusually low reading of 


28.94 inches was reported this morning. Very 


little rain fell on Wednesday except on the 

Pacific coast, and thence northeastward to 

the west slope of the Rocky mountains. 
This morning it is raining in the Missis- 


Bippi valley, the cast Gulf States and Ten- 


messee, and rain accompanied by thunder- 
etorms has also fallen in Texas and Ar- 
kansas. The temperature has risen in the 


-Ohio and lower Mississippi valleys. 


The rain area will spread eastward to the 
Atlantic coast districts tonight, and contin- 
uing Friday: Higher temperatures will pre- 
vail generally east of the Appalachians. The 
sweather is clear in the lower Mississippi 
valley early Friday, with somewhat lower 
temperature. 

On the middle and south ‘Atlanttec coasts 
the winds will be south, increasing in force. 
On the east Gulf coast high southerly 
winds will shift to west tonight. 

Storm warnings are displayed on the Gulf 
coast from Brownsville to Punta Rassa, 
and on the Atlantic coast from Key West 
to New York.

WELCH, La., Feb. 27.—A. E. Batson, the 
Suspected murderer of the Barle family, 
may be burned at the stake by the infuri- 
ated citizens of the community when he is 
brought back here from Princeton, Mo., 
So certain are the people that he is the 
guilty man. 

Another dead body has been found, mak- 
ing seven victims in this appalling crime. 
Yesterday morning the body of Belzar Du- 
gan, a Spanish halfbreed, and an associate 
of Batson, was found in a clump of bushes 
a short distance from the little town of 
Chloe, ten miles from Welch and on the 
road to Lake Charles. Death had resulted 
from a gunshot wound, and from its terri- 
ble nature the muzzle of the gun must 
have been held close against Dugan when 
the trigger was pulled. 

There are two theories in Welch. One 
is that Dugan helped Batson in his carni- 
val of death and then fled with him. On 
the way to Lake Charles they quarreled 
and Batson shot him and hid his body by 
the roadside. The other is that Dugan hap- 
pened to detect Batson in his work and 
was put out of the way.

Strong Evidence 
of Batson’s Guilt. 

The circumstantial evidence oe Bat- 
son is strong. 

A year ago Batson ébdaared in Lake 
Charles and appealed to young Ward Earl 
for assistance. He was then a tramp, des- 
titute and hungry. Earl befriended the 
man, gave him a home and secured him a 
place on Mr. Daniel Rice’s rich plantation. 

When Ward Earl started in business for 
himself he took Batson along, and they 
lived together. 


Where the Earl 
Family Lived. 

The neighborhood where the family lived 
for the past i7 years, is situated about 
two miles west of Welsh, and a mile south 
of the railroad. Here L. S. Earl, aged #0 
years, who came to Louisiana in 1888 from 
Hiope, Kan.; Mrs. Earl, aged about 50; 
Fay, aged 18; John, aged 15; Lem, aged 
about 14, and Ward, aged 26, lived in pros- 
perity. Ward last year went down to P. 
W. Daniel's plantation and worked on 
shares. He was successful, making about 
$3000 on the season. With this he pur- 
chased land of his own, which had a 
house, located about a mile from his fa- 
ther’s property. Here he wenc ¢o live, and 
took Batson along because his mother did 
not like the tramp, and would not allow 
him to eat at their table. On the new place 
Ward and the tramp lived alone, but of 
late Ward has been quite sick, and his 
brother Fay was sent over by the loving 
mother to keep him company. It is be- 
lleved that ther murder was committed on 
Thursday afternoon, but there is nothing 
certain about the date, exce ane the ex- 
tent of decomposition ‘and t fact that 
Batson arrived in Lake Charles on Friday 
morning. Those who know the family best 
and the habits of the Earls, for they were 
of a retiring disposition and seldom visited 
their scattered neighbors, belleve that both 
the big boys were murdered Thursday dur- 
ing the day, and the two younger ones as 
contd stopped on their way to or from 
school, and the poor mother when shé 
walked over to her son’s home to learn the 
cause of the children’s absence, 


Finding of the 
Murdered Earls. 

When the posse searched the house and 
opened the bedroom, reeking with odors 
of decomposed flesh, they staggered at the 
extent of their discovery. On the bed ‘ay 
Ward Earl, his face resting on his hand 
and a frightful wound on his neck. On the 
floor betwen a door and window, with his 
face downward, lay Fay, the blood clotted 


around his face. 7At the foot of the bed was 
John, with his throat cut and a wound 
from a shotgun on his breast, and Lem, 
the baby of the family, was by his side, 
terribly mutilated. Mrs. Earl, face down- 
ward, lay at the doorway. Her skull has 
been crushed by a heavy blow and a gap- 
ing knife wound reaching. from ear to ear 
across her throat. 

The furniture in the bedroom, consisting 
of a bed, a few sacks of rice hulls and 
a bowl on a box, were scattered and the 
racks ripped open. as if some one had been 
searching for money.

The Letters Found 
in the Wagon.

This was co 
sidered only a’ blind to throw off the 
police. The one oversight caused  Bat- 
son's downfall. He had planned his horri- 
ble crime evidently months ago. and 
waited until the harvest season and tho 
sale of the crop was over. Believing that 
the Earls kept large sums of money in 
the house he committed murder.

CEREMONY IN THE HALL OF THE 
HOUSE CF REPRESENTATIVES. 


President Roosevelt, Prince Henry, 
Cabinet Members, Supreme Jus-— 


tices and the Country’s Law- 
makers Present. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—At noon today 
in the great hail of representatives in the 
presence of President Roosevelt, Prince 
Henry of Prussia, brother of the German 
Emperor, members of the cabinet, the jus- 
tices of the supreme court, the general of 
the army and officers of the army and 
lavy who have received the thanks of 
Congress, the ambassadors and other dip- 
lomatic represeniatives of foreign coun- 
tries, the senators and representatives in 
Congress and a large numoper of distin- 
gu:sned guests, the rion. Joan Hay, Me- 
iNinley’s premier, pronounced a eulogy up- 
on his dead chief. 

Four times before 
services for presidents who have died in 
office have been held in this hall, two of 
them, like this, in commemoration of chief 
magistrates who have fallen by the hand 
of assassins. George Bancroft, the histor- 
lan, pronounced the eulogy on Lincoln, and 
Blaine was Garfield's orator. It was eml- 
nently fitting that the last public ceremon- 
ila! of sorrow for the lamented McKinley 
should take piace in 5 forum which had 
echoed his voice, in Jhe arena where he 
won his spurs. 


Echo of Blaine’s 


Famous Speech. 
By a strange coincidence, today was the 
20th anniversary of that on which the peer- 
less Blaine, in the same hall, delivered his 


eulogy upon the martyred Garfie'd, and 
stranger still, the subject of today’s memor- 
ial services, was the chairman of the com- 
mittee that ‘had charge of the arrangements 
on that occasion. 

Who then could have dreamed that the 
man who escorted the then President of 
the United States and the orator of the 
day to their places was destined to be hon- 
ored, like Garfield, with the highest place in 
the gift of. his country, was to meet his 
sad fate and was himself to be the next 
martyred President, above whose open 
grave the nation would bow its head. Only 
one year ago, less five days, at the head of 
an imposing civic and military aban rocession, 
McKinley passed triumphantly aton enn- 
sylvania avenue for his second inaaaral. 
ix.months later the tragedy occurred at 


nationa! memorial 


procession tenderly bore his body through 
the streets to the rotunda of the capitol, 
where the brief funeral oration was eliv- 
ered over his coffin and the tributes of the 
nations of the earth about his bier bespoke 
the universal sorrow. Today. once more 
with uncovered head, the nation paid its 
last tribute of ‘respect and publicly ex- 
pressed its living grief. 


No Cheers; 
No Music. 
Again the broad avenue was filled with 
vast crowds as they were a year ago. Then 


the streets were a sea of glinting bayonets 
and waving plumes and the air was filled 
with the music of hundred-tongued  re- 
splendent bands. Today all was changed. 
The procession was unorganized. No mar- 
tial mugic lightened the feet of the throng. 
‘o cheers rent the air. The only pageant 
my the clattering troop of cavalry escort- 
ing Prince Henry and his party to the 
Capitol and carriages here and there, con- 
veving officers {tn uniform or diplomats in 
court costume to the place where the 
eulogy was to be delivered. That was the 
extent of the outward spectacle. For the 
eople the event was one for the mind and 
pat rather than for the eye and and ear. 
—_ notwithstanding the fact proclaimed 
in advance that admission top the Hall of 
Representatives; and even to the Capitol 
itself, was to be restricted to those hold- 
ing cards, the people congregated in un- 
numbered thousands about the great mar- 
ble ptle upon the hill.

The President 
Deplored War. 
The least desirable 
his habitual mo«l and temper 
war—was nevertheless conferred upon him by un- 
controllable events. He felt it must come; he 
deplored ita necessity; he strained almost to break- 
ing his relations with his friends, in order, first, 
to prevent and then to postpone it to the latest 
possible moment, jut when the dle was cas; 
he labored wth the utmost energy and ardor, and 
with an intelligence in military matters which 
showed how much of the soldier still survived in 
the mature statesman to »ush forward the war 
to a decisive close. War was an anguish 
him; he wanted it short and conclusive. His 
merciful zeal communicated itself to hie subordl- 
hates, and the war, so long dreaded, whose con- 
sequences were so momentous, ended in 100 days. 
Under his rule Hawail has come to us, and 
Tutulia; Porto Rico and the vast archipelago of 
the Fast. Cuba ts free. Our position in the 
Oarilbean is assured beyond the possfbility of fu- 
ture question, The doctrine called by the name 
of Monroe, so long derided and denied by alien 
publicists, evokes bow no challenge or contradic- 
tion when uttered to. the world. It has become 
an international truism. Our sister republics to 
the south of ue ere convinced that we desire 
only their peace and prosperity. Europe knows 
that we cherish no dreams but those of world- 
wide commerce, the benefit of which sha‘l be to 
all nations. ~The state is angmented, but it threat- 
ens no nation under heaven. As to those regions 
which have come under the shadow of our flag, 
the possibility of their being damaged by such a 
change of circumetances was in the view of 
MeKinley a thing unthinkable. To believe that 
we could not edminister them to thelr advantage 
was to turn infidel to our American faith of more 
than a buwndred years. 


High Rank 
as a Diplomat. 

In decling with foreign powers, he will take 
rank with the greatest of our diplomatists. It was 
a world of which he had little special knowledge 
before coming to the presidency. But his marvel- 


ous adaptability was in noth more remarkable 
than in the firm grasp he immediately displayed in 
international relations. In preparing for war and In 
the restoration of peace he waé alike adroit, cour- 
teous and farsighted When a sudden emergency 
deciared itself, as in Chima, in a state of things 
of which our history furnished no precedent and 
international law no safe and certain precept, he 
hesitated not a moment to take the course marked 
out for him by considerations of humanity and 
the national interests. Pven while the legations 
were fighting for their lives against bands of im 
furiated fauatics, he decided that we were at 
peace with Ohina: and while that conclusion did 
not hinder him from taking the most energetic 
measures to rescue our imperiled citizens, it en- 
abled him to maintain close and friendly relations 
with the wise and heroic viceroys of the south, 
whose resolute #tand saved that ancient eipire 
from anarchy and spoliation. He disposed of every 
question as it arose with a promptness and clarity 
ef vision that astonished his advieers, and he nev- 
er had occasion to review a judgment or reverse 
a decision 

by patience, by firmness, by sheer reasonableness, 
he improved our understanding with all the great 
powers of the world, and rightly gained the biess- 
ing which belongs to the peacemakers, 


What He Hed 
Accomplished. 

I will not weary you with etatistics; but one 
or two words seem necessary to show how the acts 
of McKinley as President kept pace with his pro- 
fessions as candidate. His four years of adminic- 
tration were costly; we carried on a war which, 


though ‘brief, was expensive. Although we bor- 
rowed two hundred millions and paid our own ex- 
penses, without asking for indemnity, the effective 
reduction of the debt now exceeds the total of the 
war bonds. We pay six millions less in interest 
than we did before the war and no bond of the 
United States yields the holder 2 per cent on its 
market value. much for the government credit; 
and we have five hundred and forty-six millions of 
grose gold in the Treasury. 

But, comng to the development of our trade in 
the four McKin-ey years, we seem to be entering 
the realm of fable. In the last fiscal year our ex- 
cess of *xports over imports was $664,502,826. In 
the last four years it was §2,354,442,218. These 
figures are so stupendons that they mean little to 
a caréless reader—but consider! excess of ex- 
ports over — for the whole preceding period 
from 1790 to 1 -~from Washington to McKinley— 
was only $356,808,822. 

The most extravagant promises made by the 
sanguine MeKinley advocates five years Oo are 
left out of ht by these sober facta.

our, heralding the coming light, as over the twi- 
light waters of the Nile the mystic cry of Mem- 
_ announced the dawn to Egypt, waking frown 
sleep. 

Auong the most agreeable incidents of the Presi- 
dent's term of office were the two journeys he 
made to the South. The moral reunion of the 
sectious—ao long and so ardently desired by him— 
had been initiated by the Spanish war wien the 
veterans of both sides, and their sons, bad marched 
shoulder to shouider together under the same ban- 
ner.

tt Has Been Dissolved and Now His

In the Circuit Court at Belleville, Wednes- 
day, Judge Schaefer dissolved the tempo- 
rary injunction, granted some time ago, 
restraining Ruymond Tojo from taking 
the office of president of the Village Board 
of Winstanley Park and from interfering 
with Henry Drummond in the discharge of 
the duties of the office. 

After being kept out of the office for 
© ver a year, Mr. Tojo will now be en- 
abled to reign. 

The judges of election declared Rruin- 
mond was elected. Tojo contested the elec- 


tion. The issue was decided favorable to 
Mr. Tojo, a recount o fthe ballots showing 
Mr. Tojo received a large majorty of the 
votes, 

Mr. Drummond obtaned a temporary in- 
junction to prevent Mr. Tojo from taking 
the chair of office or exercising any of the 
fuuctions of village president, and from 
interfering with Mr. Drumond in the capa- 
city of president. It is this injunction which 
has now been dissolved, 

The injunction wus obtained on the 
ground that an appeal which Mr. Drum- 
mond had taken from the County Court 
acted as a supercedeas and entitled him to 
retain the office until the mppen was 
acted upon. Judge Schaefer holds that it 
does not, and his decision compels Drum 
mond to get out ond let Tojo in, , 

Since the case was decided in favor of 
Tojo the villagers have had an election to 
vo te on a proposition to annex to Hast St. 
Louls.and the proposition has carried. To- 
o's triumph will therefore not last long. 
te will, however, probably have the sat- 
isfaction of compelling Drummond to dis- 
gorse the back salary which he has drawn, 
ir. Drummond will also have to pay the 
costs of litigation, which are large. 


ICE GORGE THREATENS FLOOD. 


Susquehanna River Is Blocked and the 
Bridges Are in Danger. 

YORK, Pa., Feb, 27.--Early today the Sus- 
quehanna river at Wrightville reached a 
point two tnches higher than the high wa- 
ter mark of 1865.

THE PEOPLE PLACE FAITH IN 
SAN GENNARO, 


——— 


Peasants’ Indifference to Danger 
From Floods of Lava Is Largely 
Due to Trust in the Patron 
Saint of Naples. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Feb, 27.—Fully 80,000 persons 
dwell in peace and anéied security upon Mt. 
Vesuvius. In a dispatch from Maples Wm. 
Kk. Curtis, the European correspondent of 
the Second Herald, says it seems strange 
that a section exposed to such? constant 
peril should be so densely populated, and 
thousands among those who brave it must 
have witnessed the terrible destruction 


from the disturbances of 1872. Ther re 
eruptions in 1895 and 1899, which dostreved 
the roads, but did no other damage, al- 
though they were a loud warning to all 
who occupy the great amphitheater within 
the range of volcanic catastrophe. Tast 
May the machinery of the railway that 
carries people to the crater was partially 
destroyed, but lHttle lava was thrown out. 

From every window of the white houses 
which glare in the sun can be seen the 
floods of lava which have so often poured 
from the crater of the monster and forced 
their ‘way down to the sea, burning and 
burying everything in their track. Yet the 
peasants continue working in the _ vine- 
yards within a few yards of the signifi- 
cant streams, producing that popular wine 
with the blasphemous name, Lacrima 
Christi (tears of Christ.) The lava is in- 
tensely fertile, which is one reason for the 
indifference to the danger. The materia] 
thrown out from the bowels of the earth is 
composd of elements especially adapted for 
growing of grapes. But the volcanic soil 
is equally productive of other crops. 


Full Faith in 
Patron Saint. 
The greatest security, however, is assured 
by San Gennaro, the patron saint of Naples, 
who has repeatedly averted earthquakes 


and relieved the anxiety of the frightened 
pople. The remins of this saint repose 
in one of the churches; where there is also 
a@ crystal vial containing a quantity of his 
blood. Upon certain anniversaries the 
priests take this crystal from the de- 
positary, and, in the presence of thousands 
of people, as mary as can crowd into the 
church, a test is made which indicates 
whether danger is to be apprehended durin 

the coming year from t volcano an 

whether the crops are to be good or bad. 

The sacred relic is first conducted at the 
head of a procession to different sections 
of the city, in order that as many people 
as possible may share in the adoration. At 
the end of the march high mass is cele- 
brated by the bishop or archbishop or some 
prelate of distinguished rank, while the 
crystal vase stands upon the altar. Then 
at the close of the service comes the mo- 
mentous test. * 

The bishop holds the sacred vessel with 
both hands above his head, and if the 
blood uf the saint congeals no danger need 
be expected and the crops will be good. If 
the blood melts and grows warm the people 
are frightened, and when it boils, as it 
sometimes does, they fall upon their knees 
with moans and wails of anguish and alarm 
and entreat the intercession of the saints. 

So great is this faith that the thousands 
of oe continue to live conscious of se- 
curity upon the ground where thousands 
before them have perished. It is true that 
there has been no great loss of life of re- 
cent years, but Pompeii and Herculaneum 
were entirely destroyed, and 3000, 4000 and 
2000 people have lost their lives on three 
different occasions within the last two cen- 
turies. The eruption of 1794 was the last in 
which many lives were sacrificed, although 
in 1872 20 people were killed by their own 
folly, being led by curiosity too near the 
point of danger. 


The Famous 


Orater Is Out. 
The crater which destroyed Pompeii and 
Herculancum is extinct, Its work was done 


and was well done, and it has been grad- 
ually filled up by the overflow from other 
eraters which have broken out since. Every 
few years there is a break in the side of

So far as can be ascertained, that crater 
was only temporary, and has closed again; 
but the surface of the mountain is so hot 
that it cannot be reached. 

Since 1872 there has been no eruption 
from the main crater at the top of «the 
mountain, although a cloud of steam or a 
pillar of smoke continually arises. 

When the air is still it rises from the 
crest of the cone like a titanic plume. At 
other times it takes the form of a streamer. 
tapering off into the sky far distant, and 
again it will settle about the summit of the 
mountain like a pure white cloud. Occasion- 
ally the vapor ceases and volumes of thick, 
black smoke ascend which throws a shower 
of soot over the surrounding country. At 
rare iniervals flames have been seen to 
shoot up, and s0metimes there is a glow at 
the base of the column of smoke which. is 
explained by different people with different 
theories,

The bonds were issued in 1872 and 1875 by 
the commissioners of the Sny levee drain- 
age district, organized in Pike ounty, under 
the. provicions * the act of April 24, 1871, 
and the money derived from them was used 
in building what purported to be a levee for 
the pemecesion of the lands on the east bank 
of the Mississippi river. 

In 1876 the levee broke in many places, 
pas nearly all improvements were washed 
f&Away. About the same time the Supreme 
Court of Illinois decided the act of 1871 un- 
Gonstitutional, and the assessments therein 
void. In 1878 Mr. Palms filed a bill in the 
United States Circuit Court for the south- 
ern district of Illinois against the levee 
commissioners. The case was heard be- 
fore the late Judge Drummond pn 1879 and 
1880, and he held that the bondholders were 
entitled to a lien upon the levee to secure 
their bonds. 

Mr. Palms did not avail himself of the 

rivilege granted him to file a supplemental] 

ill, and died in 1886. His executors un- 
dertook to collect the bonds and in April, 
1889. filed a bill against 1000 persons who 
owned the land or were Interested in it. 

Over four years were consumed in taking 
the evidence In the case and Judge William 
J. Allen decided itn favor of the land owners. 

he case was then taken to the IT'nited 
States Circuit Court of Appeals at Chicago, 
which sustained the decision of Judge Allen’ 

The bondholders thon applied to the 
United States Supreme Court for a writ 
of certiorari, which was granted by the 
court. The cause was submitted to the 
Supreme Court on its merits in October of 
last year

Know Nothing of the Killing 
of Joseph New.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 27.—The cele 
brated Dobls-New murder case is to be 
argued in the United States Supreme Court 
March 3. George H. Dobbs and Mrs. Ame- 
ila New were sentenced to be hanged and 
are serving life terms in the Kansas peni- 
tentiary for the murder of Joseph New 
in Greenwood County, near Eureka, the 
night of Sunday, Oct. 31, 1897. 

Joseph New was the husband of Amelia 
New. Dobbs was a neighbor. New owned 
a good tarm. The night of the murder, 
as he was getting ready to go to bed, he 
heard a commotion in his chicken house. 
He lighted a lantern and went out to see 
what was the matter. Someone, hiding be- 
hind a peach tree at the corner of the 
henhouse, killed him with a load of buck- 
shot when he was a few feet from his 
door. Mrs. New saw him fall. She rushed 
from the house, clad only in her nightgown, 
and ran across stubble fields and through 
hedges to the nearest neighbor's, a mile 
away; and gave the alarm, A cold sleet 
was falling at the time. : 

Bleven days after the crime Mrs. New 
and Dobbs were arrested for it. They were 
tried at Eureka and convicted upon the 
most flimsy evidence. The majority of the 
citizens of Greenwood County believe they 
are innocent. They were poor, ignorant 
persons, who knew nothing of courts; they 
trusted all to their lawyer. 

Two years after their conviction Alvin 
Pallard, a convict in the Kansas peniten- 
tiary, confessed that he and another man 
had done the murder. The prison offi- 
cials were so strongly convinced of the 
truth of this statement that they took him, 
shackled and handcuffed, to Greenwood 
County. He drove direct to the New farm 
and pointed out every spot connected with 
the murder, and this made the prison Offi- 
cials sure that he was telling the truth. 
Later he recanted his confession ana sala 
he knew nothing of the murder.

“Big Muskrat” Gave Capt. Ross a Hard 
Tussle, Though American Had

OLDTOWN, Me., Feb. 27.—Capt. Duncan 
C. Ross, the famous athlete, who is giv-

LEADS IN PACKING INDUSTRY. 


Liquor Manufacturing Is Only Indus- 
try That Has Fallen Off W:tnin 
the Past Decade. 


Special to tthe Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—If the decrease in 
values of establishments engaged in the 
manufacture of liquor is an encouragement 
to the prohibitionist to continue his crusade 
against the use of alcohol, the twelfth cen- 
sus bulletin on Illinois manufactures, just 
issued, contains abundant evidence which 
ought to cause him to take heart. In one 
decade, according to the report, the value 
of products decreased $7,718,886, or 11.8 per 
cent. 

Should he look further, however, he would 
find food for thought in the statement of 
the census bureau that flouring and grist 
mill products also dropped even more than 


the liquor values. In 1890 there were 1439 
more wage-earners employed in this line 
than in 1900, and the decrease in products 
in the decade was $6,968,591, or 18.4 per cent. 

Perhaps these values found their way into 
the establishments manufacturing glucose, 
where the value of products went up at a 
leap in 10 years to $13,752,492, or 314.7 in ex- 
cess of 1890. 

The report for Illineis, drafted and sub- 
mitted by 8S. N. D. North, chief statistician 
for manufactures, is a history of the won- 
derful development of a great state. It 
shows that Illinois has moved forward from 
its position as fifteenth in the value of me- 
chanical industries in 1850 to third in the 
Union in 1900. The population Byes in the 
half century from 851,470 to 4,821,550, while 
the average number of wage-earners em- 
ployed In manufacturing establishments in- 
creased from 11,559 to an average for the 
decade 1890-1900 of 395,110. 

In 1990 Illinois occupied the foremost place 
in point of railroad transportation facili- 
ties, having 10,997 miles. 

The report shows a capital of $76,829,598 
invested in manufactures and mechanical 
industries in the 38,360 establishments found 
in Illinois. The ss value of the products 
returned is $1,259,571,105, to produce which 
an outlay of $43,337,464 is involved for sala- 
ries of officials and clerks, $191.510,962 for 
wages, $130,876, for miscellaneous ex- 

nses, rent ae taxes and $739,754,414 for 
materials us 

The aleughtering and meat packing indus- 
try is given as the most im t in the 
state.

GERMAN STEEL MARKFT GOOD. 


Improved Conditions There Cause Ad- 
vance in American Mills’ Products. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—It is stated that, 

as a result of improved conditions in Ger- 

many, advances in the prices of steel and 
iron goods have been made there. 

The immediate effect of this has been a 
Slight advance in the price of wire nails 
and steel wire, which seek a market abroad 
in competition with the German manufac- 
turers. 

The advance in export goose. although 
slight, is the first change in this direction 
in nearly two years. here has been no 
change made in domestic prices of nails or 

re. 

The stiffening of the German steel mar- 
ket, authorities state, while due primarily 
to better domestic industrial conditions, has 
been somewhat assisted by easy purchases 
both in England and Germany for Ameri- 
can manufactures. It is now said that there 
is under contract about 150,000 tons of ma- 
terial for shipment to the United States.

IT STOPPED FOR WANT OF AIR 
WHEN HE BREATHED. 


TEST IN A SUBMARINE BOAT. 


All Air Was Shut Off for the Contest 
With a Gasoline Motor. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Feb. 27.—A gasoline 
engine will die out more quickly than a 
man in avacuum. This was demonstrated 
by Inventor Lake in his experiments with 
his submarine boat, and with him at the 
time was James K. T. Meads, who is here 
attending the completion of the customs 
launch, R. B. Hawley. 

Mr. Meads was telling of Mr. Lake’s ex- 
reriments and incidentally drifted into the 
subject of air supply. The ‘tnformation 
was brought out by a question as to how 
air is furnished these boats when  sub- 
merged and what would happen if there 
should be exhaustion. 

“Compressed air is used in the boats,”’ 
said Mr. Meads. ‘“‘Mr. Lake had a scheme 


ef connecting the boat with the air above 
the water by means of hose extended up 
the masts, but the boat could not then be 
submerged below the mastheads. To obvi- 
ate this he arranged to extend the hose 
above the masts, ah nts the upper end 
by byoys. I believe he has altered his 
plan so that it is no longer necessary. 

‘The gatoline engine which supplies the 
ower for the propulsion of the boat ex- 
austs into a tank, and to prevent any 
back pressure on the engine there is a check 
valve that lets out the surplus air. I had 
a good deal to do with Mr. Lake while he 
was experimenting with his first submarine 
boat. Our firm was doing the mechanical 
work, and every day or so I had to go to 
the boat and assist him with some part. 
Mr. Lake was always trying and experi- 
menting to ascertain what would happen in 
an emergency and to find out what to do 
in case of accident. 

“Once he wanted to find out how long the 
engine would run if the compressed air gave 
out or failed to work. His idea was that 
the occupants of the boat — not notice

PRESIDENT’S AMONG THEM. 


Gideon Granger, Son of Wealthy Man, 
Might Have Escaped but for 
Letter’s Miscarriage. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HELENA, Mont., Feb. 27.—Gideon Grang- 
er, a son of I. Albert Granger, a prominent 
and highly respected citizen of New York, 
engaged in the railway supply business at 
28 Cortlandt street, is by common accord 
the boldest convict to be found in any of | 
the northwestern penitentiaries, For years 
he has been an outcast. 

Granger was sentenced to the Montana 
State Penitentiary for five years from 
Butte in April, 1900, on a charge of forgery. 


He evolved one of the boldest schemes im- 
aginable to secure his pardon, and that it 
was not successful was due to a trivial 
error in addressing a letter. 

A couple of months ago Gov. Toole re- 
ceived a petition urging clemency in be- 
half of Granger, purporting to be signed 
by Theodore Roosevelt, R. P. Oliver, George 
S. Parker, Thomas A. Edison, the Rev. re 
H. Parkhurst, James B. Keagler, August 
Belmont, former Mayor Grant and thirty 
or forty other prominent New Yorkers. 

Granger’s undoing came about in the fol- 
lowing manner: A letter addressed to Gov 
Toole, and purporting to be signed by 
Theodore Roosevelt, at that time Vice- 
President of the United States, failed to 
reach its destination, and in due course of 
time was returned to Mr. Roosevelt, after 
aaeing passed through the dead letter of- 

ce. 

Mr. Roosevelt at once hastened to in- 
form the governor that he had signed no 
petition for clemency in behalf of Gran er, 
nor did he remember that such a man had 
served in his Rough Rider regiment, and 
that the letter he returned therewith was 
a forgery. 

This led to an investigation by the gov- 
ernor, who was on the verge of pardoning 
Granger, with the result that letters were 
received from Moore & Schley, Thomas A. 
Edison, former Mayor Grant and others 
denying that the signatures were genuine. 
As a result Granger will serve out his full 
sentence. 
Shortly after the close of the Spanish 
war Granger married a daughter of Police 
Commissioner McClade of New York City. 
but within a few weeks, it is said, he had 
stolen her jewelry and departed for the 
West. He has been in Montana several 


years and served one short term for forgery 
before the present one.

OSWEGO, N. Y., Feb. 27.—For 50 years 
Miss Ellen M. Bruce has taught continu- 
ously in one school in this city.

“If anyone had told me, when I entered 
this building on that bright October morn- 
ing in 1852, that I would remain here teach. 
ing for 50 years, I would not have believed 
it,’ said Mies Bruce today. ‘I would not 
have entered, either, I think. 

“T am 74 now,” she continued, “and I was 
24 when I was appointed principal of No. 10. 
We thought it was a fine, modern building 
then, and so it was for the times, but it fs 
unpretentious enough compared with our 
new schools. 

“Nothing has been changed about the 
place since I first took charge—nothing ex- 
cept the pupils. I am teaching the grand- 
children of my original pupils today. Some- 
times I cannot tell the difference, and find it 
hard to believe that these youngsters are 
not the same boys and girls whom I taught 
half a century ago. They have the same 
names, the same features and mental char- 
acteristics as their grandparents and their 
parents. It isn’t strange if I sometimes 
confuse generations, is it? 

“TI had 90 pupils in the early days, but new 
districts have been formed from time to 
time, and gradually the size of the school 
has been reduced, until I have only a pri- 
mary department. 

“My whole life has been wrapped up. in 


the care and education of these children. 1 
have taught more than altogether. 

“IT have been happy here. My boys and 

irls have grown up into ~me 4 different 
od of work and business. me have 
been good and others bad, but on the whole 
they have made as good men and women as 
the average.”’

ENFORCE THE FIRE ESCAPE LAW. 

The dismissal of the police court case against the proprietor of 
the Empire Hotel does not mean that the fire escape law cannot 
be enforced. 

While it is generally understood that every one who has ignored 
the fire escape is culpable, morally, as Gillham, prosecution 
against him should be brought through the warrant office, not 
in the police court. Without any desire to make Mr. Gillham a 
scapego2xt, it should be recognized that public interest demands 
an example, Failure to enforce the law in this case will be disas- 
trous.

SOUVENIR CIGARETTES FOR THE 
PRINCE. 

Among the souvenirs that Prince Henry 
will carry away with him upon his depart- 
use—and none will be more highly prized, 
for he is a connoisseur in such things—will 
be several thousand American cigarettes. 

James B. Duke, “‘captain of the tobacco 
industry,’ and resident of the American

EASTPORT YOUTHS EMULATE ExX- 
AMPLE OF SANTOS DUMONT. 


PRODUCTION IS CREDITABLE. 


While It Does Not Move in Air, It 
Balances Nicely on Its 
Wings. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EASTPORT, Me., Feb. 27.—After several 
months of hard work and handicapped by 
limited money and tools, two of the young 
residents of this island city have turned 
out what they call a flying machine or para- 
chute on wheels. 

The young inventors are Alonzo Troft and 
John Stillman, who gave their novel inven- 
tion a trial the past week and called out 
several hundred of their friends, who 
watched the strange-looking machine as it 
took the air and landed successfully some 
distance away. 

While it has been termed an airship by 
the two boys who made up the parts, it is 
more on the principle of a parachute, and 
does not as yet fiy into the air, but does 
keep the boys afloat for a short time, 
Alonzo, who first conceived the idea from 
the stories he had read of Santos-Dumont, 

n ven an old bicycle frame, and 
with this he made up the necessary frame 
for the parachute, mano J the endless chain 
gear of the safety bicycle to run the airship 
when started. 

@ bicycle frame was constructed on 
@ hand sled such as is used in this city 
in the winter, and it was the intention of 
the young inventors to get up some kind 
of a gear to propel them along the snow 
or ice without any effort except an occa- 
Sional pedal on the machine. They soon 

d the bicycle gear adjusted so that by 
adding a set of teeth along the sides of 
the sied’s runners they could get over the 
@round nearly as fast as a horse. Here 
Was a unique Invention from the start, but 
the boys were not satisfied, and kept on 


- wntil they had a frame set up that would 


hold them in the air when nicely balanced. 
With the ald of oilskins such as are used 
by the Down East fishermen they con- 
_ #tructed a large frame over the bicycle 
' and sied and arranged the parachute af- 
_ Tair with the ribs taken from several 
' wsed-up umbrellas. They next conceived 
the idea of adding two big wings to the 
' Machine and have them work like the 
“Wings of a bird, with a flapping motion.

LEONARD ROBINSON PLANS TO 
KILL A YOUNG GIRL. 


DIGS THE GRAVE FOR BODY 


Intended to Put Remains on Railroad 
Track After Shooting Her, but 
Scheme Leaks. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—Revenge for repri- 
mands given to Leonard Robinson, 14 
years old, of Blue Point, L. I., incited the 
boy to the murder of John F. Dane's 1é- 
year-old daughter Jessie. 

He had dug a grave in which to bury 
her. Leonard told several other boys and 


a girl of his intentions, and when the 

school teacher confronted him he confessed, 
A justice issued a warrant for the lad’s 

arrest on a charge of threatened murder.

Then he intended to bury the body in a 
wooden box in the woods. 

Young Robinson confided his plans to 
Beatrice Warner, the 13-year-old daughter 
of David Warner; to Marshall Harold, 
Roy Arnold and Percy Robinson. Beatrice 
Warner said Robinson had threatened her 
with death if she told any one. 

Perry Robinson, 11 years old, testified 
that Leonard had told him on their way 
home from Sunday schoo! last Sunday that 
he intended to get the revolver, and that 
he had his boards and nails ready to make 
a box in which to bury the body of the 
girl. The boy declares he was only fooling.

Independent Police Station and Court 
Will Probably Be Established on 
the Fair Grounds. 


A small sword is to be the only offensive 
and defensive weapon provided to the mem- 
bers of the World's Fair Jefferson Guard, 
according to the plans of Col. Edward A. 
Godwin, commandant of the force. Whether 
the sword is to be of the Roman gladia- 
torial style, short and thick, or a parlor 
affair, like the swords worn by courtiers at 
Windsor Castle, Col. Godwin has not an- 


nounced. He says, however, that he does 
not wish to have firearms carried by his 
men, with the exception of a few who will 
guard especially vaiuable property, and of a 
small reserve force. 

Instead of beating a refractory prisoner 
over the head with a chib or with the butt 
of a revolver, the Jefforson Guard will be 
able to run him through with his sword, 
If the prisoner survies this process he will 
be taken to a station which Col. Godwin 
pians to have piaced on the grounds, and 
will be tried the next morning in a special 
police court.
